1. The Ad Hoc Intelligence A Group (AHIWG) for the r repart • 
tion of S.G. 161/13 will convene in Washington on 7 parch 
i960 for two to three weeks. The Terms of Reference for 
the U. S. Position Paper will be forwarded to you for 
comment at an early date. 

2. In response to reference b, the Joint Staff is now 
preparing the first draft of a U. S. Position Paper for 
S.G. 161/13. This draft will be prepared in three parts 
as proposed in paragraph 4f of reference b, and will 
follow. In general, the outline adopted for S.G. 161/12 
with certain modifications to Part III.

5. It is requested that your nominations be restricted 
to one delegate and one alternate for each committee or 
position in view of the limited size of the visiting 
delegations from Prance and the United Kingdom. (For

6. All delegates and alternates must possess U. S. 

TOP SECRET and COSMIC TOP SECRET clearances. It is 
requested that your memorandum of nominations confirm 
that nominees have those clearances. 

7. It is requested that your nominations for participants 
in the preparation of the draft U. S. Position Paper reach 
the Secretary, J-2, by 1600 hours, Friday, 29 January I960; 
and that your nominations of delegates for the AHIWG be 
forwarded by 15 February i960. 

8. Your contributions for the first draft of the Economic 
Sections will be welcomed and are requested not later than 

3 February i960. The drafts of each part of the U. S. 
Position Paper now in preparation will be furnished you, 
and your representatives are invited to participate in the 
discussion of these drafts as they are scheduled.
